The Colorado G'vunibal. 


The jury iu the case of Alfred Cr. 


Packer, the San Juan ghoul, charged 
with murdering his fivo companions in 
San Juan county in 1872, in progress at 
Lake City during the last few days, ren- 
dered a verdict of guilty. The evidence 
shows that a party of six was organized 
in Utah in 1872 to prospect southern 
Colorado. 
While in the vicinity of the 


present site of Lake City, blinding 
storms coming on, they lost their way. 
Their food gave out, and for days to- 
gether they lived on rose buds. The 
men, b5eaine desperate, 
and 
some 


•crazed, While his companions were in 
this condition ^Packer deliberately fell 
upon and butchered the whole party 
and for several weeks lived on the flesh 
cut from their bodies. Thursday, in 
the course of the trial, Packer made his 
statement calmly, and for two hours he 
related the experience of the party from 
their setting out from Utah, closing 


"' with the moat sickening details of the 


murder and subsequent feasting on hu- 
jnan flesh, claiming that the killing was 
done in self-defense. 
The evidence 


•shows that each member of the party, 
except Packer, possessed quite a large 
amount of _nioney, upon which the 
ghoul since has been living. 
After nine 


years' wandering he was captured a 
few weeks since near Fort Fetterinan 
Wv.

Some of tiio People Who Called 


Upon Him Oue Afternoon.

President Arthur has a very direct 


way of dealing with his callers. Any 
one who has any real business to trans- 
act will never have any difficulty in. se- 
curing an interview. Prom 1 until 2 f. 
M. he gives np to unofficial 
callers. 


L'hese visitors are received in the 
ibrary, a long, oval-shaped room west 
of tho room where the Cabinet meetings 
are held. One day last week I sat in 
;his library and watched the President 
as he passed his callers in review. He 
receives them all with great simplicity 
and directness. His manner is more 
,hat of a mau of the world than a politi- 
cian. He tells the plain truth to hit) 
callers. 
Where h« can help he does. 


\Yhere no hope can be given he tells the 
disagreeable but wholesome truth with 
a politness and kindness that soften 
the harshness of a refusal. The Presi- 
dent first shakes hands with tha people 
who come to pay him merely their re- 
spects. Then he walks about and talka 
with his business callers, who are 
seated upon a line around the room. He 
sits down with no one. He walks up 
to each with a polite question of inquiry, 
and for the moment he devotes hia en- 
tire attention to the person addressed. 
He has a good humor and a vein of 
satire in his talks with bis visitors that 
give great variety to the interviews. He 
is always faultlessly dressed. The only 
color iu his dark morning attire is a red 
rose in his button-hole. His manner is 
always polite to every one. He only 
becomes brusque when a request made 
is so manifestly improper as to be 
classed as impertinent. 


Here are a few interview sketches 


taken during my morning's observa- 
tions: 


A lady in bottle-green arises with a 


black mantel over her arm. A small 
black hat comes down ovt-r a low fore- 
head, while a black speckled veil half 
covers an ordinary, small-featured face. 
She whispers a request to the President 
who has to bow to catch, her meaning. 


"Yes," said he, "I understand. You 


want me to recommend you for promo- 
tion." 
"Yes, you have letters from Gen 


Grant and others. I have no doubt oi 
it. You have enough without any wore 
from me." 


"Yes, I know yon have rooonimenda 


tions. My dear madam, I have seen 
cases 
where recommendations were 


piled up as high as this White House 
and I could do nothing. Do yon thin! 
this is a matter for me to consider' 
How can I know your merits?" 


She still persists, 
' 'Madam, when 1 came into this office 


out of good nature I did recommend A 
B, C, aud D, for promotion. Nothini 
came of it. 
What would be the amaze 


mont of my Secretaries if I should now 
all at once insist upon the promotion 
of E." 
She continues to insist, and the Prea 


ident is forced to walk on to get rid o 
her. 


Here is the way a fresh office seeke 


meets his fate: He was a small man 
who belonged to the type of men wh 
cannot carry on a conversation with one 
without standing betw«en the feet anc 
leaning up against the man addressed 
The President backed away from th< 
man until he consented to talk at a rea 
sonable distance. After he had related 
his wishes the President said: 


"What you ask of me is very simple 


It is only to turn out a good, honest 
tried man, who performs his duty, au< 
put in you, about whom I know noth 
ing. 
Of course, 1 have no time for 


anything else but to consider just such 
cases as this." 


The little man looks very uncomfort- 


able, and begins a wriggling apology. 


The President stops him. "I dare 
say," he says, "you do not like this 
way of putting it. It is disagreeable for 
you. Well, it is also unpleasant to mi 
to be compelled to say these things 
But I will not turn out good men with- 
out any reason. This may seem strung 
to you." 


,Tho little man turns to^go, and the 


President nods pleasantly to him to 
keep him from swooning from ciisap 
pomtment, as he says: "Your turn may 
come some time." 
This caller has 


found out something positive in one 
way. E-irly decisions make savings In 
hotel bills at Washington. 


To on* group of callers the Presidenl 
says: 


"You gentlemen come here every day 


to make the same argument. Perhaps 
if you would remain away one day J 
might find time to make a decision in 
your case. 
As it ia you take up all the 


time that can be given to it with your 
talk." 


One pale-faced younc wqmau, with a 


slight black mustaoha shading a thick 
lipped, vulgar mouth, stood up with 
languishing impertinence, and snid a 
certain distinguished gentleman had 
told her to come to the President for ft 
letter recommending her for an appoint 
ment iu the Departments. 


The President did not even'look nt 


this caller. He stood like stone as she 
talked. • When she had concluded be 
said: "I never write letters recommend- 
ing people for appointment iu the De- 
partments. I am not in the habit of iu 
dorsing people whom I do not know for 
no reason at all." 
This was said in a 


voice distinct enough to ba heard by 
every one in tha room. 


To a hook-nosed, sharp-eyed, gray-

You must wait until be 
s well. You are iu the face of a mia- 
fortnne, and you must grin and bear 
it." 


But." said the German, with a des- 


>eration 
almost 
pathetic, "I have 


pinned for seventeen mouths, aud can 
jear it Ho longer." 


I have given the cases where refusals 
lade cover general principles of the 
methods of the President.' He will not 
nterfere with tha legitimate workings 
>f the Departments. 
He will not turn 


>ut good men from office. 
He cuts 


hort all impertinent requests, and puts 
every caller at once upon a plain, com- 
mon-sense business footing.
